| _._A Little Series of Homely Talks---No, 18 


Georgia Can Profit 
by the Experiences 
and Practices of 
Other States - 


Many people, no doubt, agree with the old saying 
that “comparisons are odious, * but comparisons 
sometimes serve a mighty wooful purpose. 


And because of this we can hardly refrain from 
offering in our talk today a comparison or two con- 
cerning Georgia and some other States. 


They will show how Georgia, with all her splen- 
did possibilities, with all her advantages in location 
and climate and soil, has allowed other sections of 
our country to point the ‘way to great prosperity— 
to surpass her in systematic, co-operative methods of 
marketing, if not even in thrift and enterprise. 


We have mentioned frequently about the pro- 
gressive work of western people, particularly along 
the Pacific coast. We have spoke of the co-operation 
and enterprise of California—a State made up largely, 
no doubt, of restless spirits from the east and north 
and south, who have gone out there during the last 
25 or 30 years to “grow up with the country.” — 


Georgia can do practically what California has 
done—at least with scoreg of her products—if her 
people will work together with the same unity of 
purpose, with the same co-operative, untiring spirit. 


What California has done with raisins, for in- 
stance, Georgia could almost duplicate with her sweet 
potatoes, her peanuts, her pecans, her peaches, and 

a number of other products. But she will have to 
flier systematic, business-like, co-operative methods 
to do it—methods which include not only production 
itself in large, uniform quantities, but sorting and 
grading and packing and shipping in the most ap- 
proved fashion. 


But how has California made her wonderful 
strides, and how has she profited by them? 


Of course, she has a much larger area than 
Georgia. She is larger than all the New England 
States, New York, New Jersey, Delaware and Ohio 
combined. But area isn’t all that a State must pos- 
sess. Georgia’s climate and her soil—her rainfalls, 
thé general conditions under which crops can be pro- 
duced from her soil—are as zood—or better—than 
California’s. 


But it has been enterprise—co-operation—pro- 
gressiveness—hustle—that has worked wonders in 
California. 


NATIONAL ADVERTISING 


Right now California is using double pages in 
the Saturday Evening Post, and other national pub- 
lications, to tell the neople of the world abouf Calli- 
fornia. It is stressing the wonderful crops that can 
be grown there. It is boasting of its raisin crop, its 
citrus output, its crops of grain, rice, vegetables, 
oranges, prunes, figs, peaches, apricots, pears, cher- 
ries, olives, walnuts, and almonds. 


Many of these things can be produced i in Georgia 
—and just as fine, just as well, as in the west. Geor- 
gia is a great peach and fruit State—admittedly so— 
and yet California claims that nearly half of all the 
money derived from the sale of fruit in the United 
States falls into the pockets of California farmers. 


California claims that $83,000,000 were re- 
ceived from the citrus crop alone in the year ending 
August, 1921. It was done by co-operative produc- 
tion, co-operative marketing, and co-operative ad- 
vertising. Nearly four hundred million dollars’ worth 
of fruit and grain and vegetables grew from her soil 
in 1921, according to the statements of .her boosters. 


All of this information—and much more—is 
being put out in national publications by Californians, 
Inc., a non-profit organization of California citizens 
“and institutions interested in the sound development 


of the State. Its directors include the president and | 


officers of some of the largest associations, banks and 
businesses in California. Its advertising says that 
Californians, Inc., “‘is the culmination of the desire 

of hundreds of business firms, Siuiitteun aid tall 
viduals to establish an impartial, non-commercial 
body to advance the proper upbuilding of the State.” 


isn’t this sort of thing just one of the GREAT 
NEEDS of Georgia? A getting together of all her 
people. PRODUCING FINE PRODUCTS, and then 
telling the world about them—and about the State 
producing them. 


But it is going to require, first, co-operation 
growers and producers in given communities. 

is is essential to create uniform, high-class prod- 
produce them in large enough quantities 


Georgia producers could make good money, due to 
our climatic conditions. 


_ SUPPOSE YOU TRY FIGS 


Take figs as an example. The west is noted for 
her raisins and citrus. Figg could certainly be made 
a wonderful crop in Georgia. We personally know 
of one farmer’s wife living within twenty miles of 
Atlanta who brought in last season in neat, attractive 
little baskets, and sold more than $300 worth of figs 
from thirty small bushes. These were located around 
the terraces of her farm. Really they could not have 
covered more than a quarter or a half acre. We 
understand, so encouraged over her success is she, 
that soon she i is to put out several thousand fig trees. 


This lady has also entered quite extensively into 
the poultry business. More than 1,000 pretty White 
Leghorn hens are now ready for laying, and she plans 
next year to increase her flock to 3,000 to 4,000. 
She has a large plantation, but, being progressive and 
awake to her opportunities, she expects to realize 
more ready cash for the next few years from her poul- 
try and fruits and vegetables than she could hope 
for by following the old more or less set rules of 
Georgia farming. 


We have constantly talked about the proper 
grading and packing and shipping of products. We 
saw only a few days ago, while on a trip to Chicago, 
the great importance and need of these things. 


Displayed in a large Chicago grocery store were 
a number of nice-looking sweet potatoes. They were 
placarded at 12 1-2c per pound. As a stranger to the 
merchant we stepped inside to inquire about them. 
He stated that they were New Jersey yams, and that 
while the price was quite high, there was a good de- 
mand for them. They were attractive looking—all 
clean, almost polished, perfectly sound, and of uni- 
form size. The grocer’s. statement was almost word 
for word as follows: 


DON’T BUY FROM GEORGIA 


‘‘Tomorrow we will have some large shipments ‘ 
These will sell around - 


coming in from Tennessee. 
5 cents per pound, as the market is getting pretty 
well filled up. We did geta carload from Georgia, 


but we received them in such poor condition, and 


they were so poorly sorted and cleaned, that we 
could hardly use them. A large percentage of them 
were wasted.”’ 


He then’explained that they were not properly 
cured and had become overheated in transit, and 
there had been no pains taken to clean and sort and 


grade them. 
“So we don’t buy any more from Georgia,” he 


added. 


And there we stood and didn’t have the heart to 
tell him we were from Georgia. 


But we are telling you Georgians about it. You 
can imagine for yourself just how much harm this 
one careless shipment of sweet potatoes done for the 
Georgia yam—the sweetest and finest potato pro- 
duced in the world, but freguently not properly pre- 
pared for marketing. 


We know there are lots of Georgia growers who 
are drying and sorting and shipping correctly, but 
when one or two—or a few—thoughtless shippers: 
send one of our best products into the markets of the 
world, and create impressions such as this merchant 
formed, then the whole Georgia crop receives a 
black eye. 


So, BE CAREFUL, producers—careful in your 
growing and preparation for marketing, and in your 


shipping. 
HELP TO ADVERTISE 


There’s another important thing that we would 
call your attention to. Georgia producers must not 
feel that when they have raised and sold their crops 
to the jobber or broker or wholesaler, who must then 
pass them along to_the retailers for final consump- 
tion, that their obligation is entirely ended. 


Producers should do as they do in other States 
with other products—they should help in some sort 
of co-operative way to keep those products advertised 
to the world. In that way it helps to create a con- 
tinued and increasing demand for such products, so 


that from vB aye to year producers can continue to in- 
crease their yield—as well as their profits. 


The idea is that the producer shouldn’t put the 
whole burden of advertising certain great products 
of our state up to the people, alone who buy their 
products in foals quantities. 

If they will help in this work it will meon cventu- 
ally a greater harvest for all. 

Let’s go, Georgians.

Colonei Simmons’ Address, 
the words of Lincoln, “with malice 
toward none, and with love toward 
all,’ the klan was prepared to say 
to its enemies “we do not fear you.” 

Colonel Simmons declared that the 
klan was not and never would be a 
political organization; it denied no 
rights to any religious or political 
ereed—that it simply stood for the 
rights of the white race, as guaran- 
teed in the constitution of the United 
States. 

He declared that the klan was the 
only organization in the whole world 
solidified and cemented in fraternal- 
ism and pledged to, a white man’s 
ereed of religion to meet the issues 
and defend the white man’s sover- 
eignty and preserve the sanctity of 
the white man’s race, ' 

He referred to the possibility of 
a war between the white Christian 
races numbering approximately 160,- 
000,000 people, and the colored races 
of other creeds, nutobering 1,600,- 
000,000, and declared. that Cbhris- 
tianity on the one side must be pre- 
served against the many religions 
of the colored races or civilization is 


doomed, 
Is Not Partisan. 
Colonel Simmon’’ address’ follows, 
in part: 


The organization ia not a partisan polit- 
ical orgunization, it ts pot an anti-creed 
ocmanizution; we make po wer ou any 
man’s political belief o: religious creed 
when same does not conflict with or antago- 
nize the rights and principles embodied in 
the constitution of our beluved republic. We 
fight only for our rights under that eon- 
stitution and for the principles embodied in 
that constitution, and in this fight, forced 
upon us, Wwe propose no compromise nor 
temporize on any principle. This order is 
net, and will never be, in politics. This 
order stands sclid and steadfast for the 
majesty of the law’ and government, and the 
blessivug of peace and order. 

This is net only ao occasion fraught with 
graVe responsibilities when you, the repre- 
seitatives of the invisible empire, are to 
take inte your hands the administration of 
al the affairs, recast your constitution 
vue choose your imperial wizard, but it is 
uisxo an occasion with additional interest and 
attractiveness. It is a singular coincidence 
that vou are assembled in this the first 
imperial klonvokation on the annivérsary 
week of the rebirth of the Knights of the 
Ku .lMiux Kian. : 

Seven vears ago, on q bleak Hong 
night, sixteen nilgrims, ineluding myself, 
traveled to Stone Mouutain and made our 
way up its steep and forbidding trail in the 
teeth of driving winds freightgd with iee. 
kach piigrim, when nenring the crest, gati- 
eied a granite boulder, and on the summit 
of Stone Mountain the sixteen boniders

~ ‘Today’s Rule—With ace, king in 
two hands and only four in the suit 
against you. do not finesse. 

Q.—My partner bids a no trump 
and it is passed around to the fourth 
band, who bids two hearts, presuma- 
bly for a lead. My partner passes. 
My hotding ace and seven of spades, 
jack of hearts, ace, queen and five 
small diamonds; king and two small 
clubs. Should I overbid with three. 
diamonds ? 

A.—Yes. Bid three diamonds and 
if necessary g to four diamonds. If 
your partner can bic no trump he 
ought to have the king of diamonds, 
one tot; honor in clubs, an honor in 
hearts and something in spades. If 
so you have a game hand. | 


Q.—My partner bids a spade. Sec- 
ond hand bids no trump. I pass. And 
fourth hand bids two.no trump as a 
shut-out. My holding is 
spades, five small hearts, three smal!

| Day of Cotton Over-Supply 
In America Is Now. Past 


BY THEODORE PRICE, 

Editor Commerce and Finance, 

New York, November 28.—The cot- 
ton. market, like the stock market, 
was reactionary in tone and tendency 
last week. The census report show- 
ing that 8,869,857 bales had been gin- 
ned up to November 14 does not def- 
initely disprove the smaller crop es- 
timates, but it is plain that it has 
somewhat shaken confidence in the 
theory that the yield will be less 
than 9,5 bales despite the 
reiterated assurance that every- 
thing is picked and ginned. But as 
I have so often pointed out, the prices 
at which cotton is now selling or has 
recently sold are due not to the ap- 
prehension of an immediate and tem- 
porary scarcity but to the belief and 
fear that a generous and sufficient 
production of American cotton is a 
thing of the past. 

Concrete Proof. 

This theory has become so gen- 
erally accepted that concrete proof 
of its falsity must be adduced before 
people will abandon it and in a mar- 
ket which sometimes changes as much 
as two cents a pound in a day a de- 
cline of two cents in ten days can not 
be regarded as symptomatic of any 
fundamental change in condition. 

But as always in a declining mar- 
ket the bearish features of the situa- 
tion have been brought into relief. 
One of them is the reported ifcrease 
in the use of East India eotton in- 
stead of American in the Lancanshire 
mills, This has led some imaginative 
persons to predict that the American 
mills would sgon be importing cotton 
from Kast India. \ 

It is true that when the market 
was cornered some years before the 
war about 7,000 bales of cotton were 
brought from Bombay to New York, 
but there is not as far as I can as- 
certain any evidence that such ship- 
ments are now in contemplation. 

Flattened Out. 

It has also been asserted that the 
cotton goods market has “flattened

The most efficient working wave 
for a transmitting station is usually 
about 70 per cent greater than the 
fundamental wave length of the aten- 
ha system. 

A counterpoise is always preferable 
to other types of grounding arrange- 
ments although frequently the more 
efficient stations have ground wires 
connected to all the surrounding pipes, 
wells, ete. 

Always light the filament to normal 
brillianecy before the plate voltage is 
connected to the tube circuit and in 
shutting down always disconnect the 
plate potential first. 

The antenna ammeter will not read 
double when two tubes are operated 
in parallel, although the output may 
be more than doubled. The output 
varies as the square of the current. 

When operating transmitting tubes 
from a step-down transformer, the 
best place to" connect the controlling 
rheostat is in the primary circuit of 
the transformer rather than in the 
filament circuit itself. 

The useful life of the tubes is often 
increased by using alternating -cur- 
rent for filament hghting rather than 
direct current.

The reorganization of the’ summer 
school comes as a step toward caring 
for what is believed will be the big- 
gest session in the history of the work 
when ‘the summer of 1923 opens. The 
reorganization also marks a step in 
the direction of a four-quarter session 
at the university, provided the legis- 
lature will furnish _ the funds nec- 
essary for this change, it was said 
here by those high in authority. 

All the members of the board of 
administration of the’ summer school 
were in Athens this afternoon for the 
meeting, with the exception of State 
Sehool Superintendent M. M. Parks, 
who could not attend, but who ap- 
proved the action taken here. Those 
attending were Chancellor D. C. Bar- 
row and Dean Charles M. Snelling, of 
the university; President Andrew M. 
Soule, of the ‘State College of Agri- 
culture: President Jere M. Pound, of 
the State Normal school, and Dean T. 
J. Woofter, of the Peabody school of 
education of the University of Georgia. 

It was shown at the meeting that 
the session of the summer school in 
1922 under the superintendence of Dr. 
Stewart, who has been named the new 
director, was by far the most suc- 
cessful in tha entire history of the 
summer sch@p! in the state, withan en- 
roliment of 1.97 «tudenta and a grad-
